Three Million 
To Be Spent On 
Forest Preserves 


Program For 1940 
Includes 6 New Cabins 
At Deer Grove 


It was learned last week that 
nearly $3,000,000 will be spent in 
1940 in expanding tire* facilities of 
the Cook County Forest Preserves 
with many of the improvements be­ 
ing made in territory around Des 
Plaines. 
Three-fourths of the money will 
be appropriated by the WPA and 
CCC for labor and material with 
the remainder of the cost being sup­ 
plied by the forest preserve dis­ 
trict. 
The largest single project in the 
northwest preserves will be that of 
building up Camp Reinberg in Deer 
Grove. Six new’ cabins will be built 
to house women and children sent 
to the camp in summer bv the 
bureau of public welfare. Each will 
house nine* persons and will cost 
approximately $600. 
Plan Camp Hospital 
In addition a frame hospital we th 
space for IO beds, a dispensary,’, 
dietetic kitchen and quarters for 
nurses will he built. A water sup­ 
ply system and sewers will also 
be installed. 
Part of the cost of 
this construction is expected to be 
borne by the bureau of public works 
and most of the work will be done 
by CCC crews. 
Fifteen cabins have already been 
completed. Ultimately there will 
be 96. 
A mile* of new road* will be laid 
thru the camp and covered with as­ 
phalt at a cost of approximately 
$3,500. All dead trees will he re­ 
moved and those found to he diseas­ 
ed w ill be treated. Several hundred 
young trees and shrubs will be 
planted according to a landscape 
design already laid out. 
Work on three other camps in 
the northwest pres- rve> is also in­ 
cluded in the project. At the north­ 
western settlement camp, Milwau­ 
kee avenue and the Des Plaines 
River, a new water supply system 
will be installed, ( amp Dan Beard 
a four cabin 
unit for overnight 
campers begun last year will be 
finished and landscaped before sum­ 
mer. It is situated at Dundee and 
Portwine roads northeast of Wheel­ 
ing. 
New Recreation Hall 
At Camp Fort Dearborn on the 
Des Plaines river at Higgins road 
a caretaker’s shelter, a recreation 
hall, a garage, a store house, and 
a pump house will be built. There 
are 12 cabins there suitable for 
week-end camping trips. 
Near Emmet Wheaton pool at 
Devon and Milwaukee avenues, a 
children’s concrete wading pool, 40 
by 20 feet, will be built to supple­ 
ment the swimming facilities of the 
pool. Parking lots around the pool 
will be surfaced with asphalt. 
Improvements will bo made in 
both the Edge brook and the Billy 
Caldwell golf courses. Ten and one- 
half acres will be added to the lat­ 
ter in order to separate four of 
the fairways. At Edgebrook three 
earthen ramps, reinforced with 
wooden steps, will he dug out of 
the steep slopes to assist golfers 
over the hills. 
Outdoor Dance Floors 
The concrete dance pavilions to 
be built in the northwest preserves 
will be situated at Oakton street 
and the north branch of the Chi­ 
cago river, at Devon Ave. and the 
Des Plaines river, and in McAffer- 
ty’s grove on Thatcher road south 
of River Grove. 
New parking lots will he laid 
out at Touhy avenue and the Des 
Plaines river, near Dam No. I at 
Dundee road and the river at the 
Northwest settlement camp, at In­ 
dian road and the Chicago, Milwau­ 
kee, St. Paul and Pacific railroad 
at River and Irving Park Road, 
and at River and Touhy avenue. 
In addition, all of the 25 miles of 
bridle trails in the northwest pre­ 
serves will be inspected and repair­ 
ed wherever ii is necessary. 
The 
project also calls for erosion con­ 
trol work and resodding wherever 
it is needed.
